There wae quite a slump, followed by n
rally In Kaifirs on Friday, and today there
Was another and heavier fall in the price of
Bouth Amerlcan minlng stocks. The decline
appears to be due to the alarm of French li-
vostors, whose hands have been foreed by
the coulllssimers (small stock broker:), who
insigled that at the pending eettlement
clients who have bought shares must take
them or cloge thelr accounts. The weak
bulls thereupan closad thelr sccounts. This
cuused a bad impresion, and [t spread to
London and caused heavy sales and a decline
In. prices.

FINERAL OF LOUIS PASTEUR,

Remuins BEscorted to Notre Dame by
n Lnrge Concourse of People.
PARIS, Oct. 5—The funeral cortege con-
veying the remalns of the 'ste Prof. Louls
Pasteur to Notre Dame cathedral, left the
Pasteur Institute at 10:30 2. m. General
Buneeler, the milltary governor of Paris,
headed the escort of troops. An almost
innumerable number of wreaths wera borne
before the coffin, which was followed by the
family of the deceased, the minlsters, sena-
tors, deputies and numerous delegations from
different seientific and other bodies from all
parts of France, and [rom many forelgn
countries, An Immense concourse of people
lired the streete throagh which the funeral
procesglon  passed, although the sky was
heavily overcast and a downpour of rain was
threatened. The procegsion arrived at Notre
Dame cathedral at noon and shortly after-

wird the funerul service was commenced,

The services were very imposing and were
attended by Presldent Faure, the members
of the diplomati¢c corps, Prince Nicholas of
Greece, the Grand Duke Constantine of Rus-
gla, all in full drese uniforms.

NOT AN ORGANIZED EFFORT.

*I have no information to that effect. As
far as 1 know It was arranged by the pro-
vinelal Armentans, who have come to Stam-
boul, fresh from the latest horrors of Turkish
misrule n Armenin, full of the despalr now
beginning to prevall among my unhappy
countrymen, owing to the fear that the pow-
ers will be outwitted by the dilatory tactles
of the porte. 1 d0 not sympathize with any
revolutionary moveéement. Your minlster has
done us great wrong at the eruecinl moment
of our siruggle for rellef from the unspeak-
able abominations of Turkish misrule.”

Americans and Enpglishmen recently re-
turned from Constantinople and lettgrs [rom
Americans and other missionaries In Turkey
oxpress like unfavorable opinfon of the min-
{ster of the United States, The Constantl-
nople correspondent of one of the great Lon-
don dallles said to me a few days ago that
the subservience of our minister to the sul-
tan ks 4 matter of comment in all diplomatie
clreles at Constantinople. Mr. Terrell is an
elderly gentleman from Texas, who came to
Turkey with probably little experience M
great cities, and none whatever of European
courts. The sultan, already on half concealed
term# of hostility with all the representatives
of the great Buropean powers, at once made
much of the mivister from the greal western
republie, from which he thought he bad noth.
Ing to fear, and this attention from the sov-
ereign quite turned the new minister's head.
